tially recommend an almost infallible device; a personal vehicle for time-travel. 


It’s called memory. 

Those of us not gifted with eidetic recall sometimes find it necessary to get a bit of a push before we start on a 
etrospective flight. I’ve just had such assistance, in the shape of Stuart Hoffman's definitive INDEX TO UNKNOWN AND UN- 
CNOWN WORLDS, and it enabled me to return once more to one of the pleasantest pathways along Memory Lane. 


Oddly enough, there was no dust along the route | trod. Instead, | discerned the footprints of many another 


revenant: the hurried imprints of the neofan, faltering a bit from time to time in hesitation when confronted by a strange turn— 
and the confident, tranquil treadings of the oldtime aficionado, walking a familiar road with the expectation of assured enjoyment. 

For if ever a magazine bore a misnomer for a title, this was it. UNKNOWN and UNKNOWN WORLDS, was far 
from unknown during the 39 issues of its all-too-brief existence, and its fame has survived more than a dozen years after its de- 
mise. A single issue of reprints, FROM UNKNOWN WORLDS, appeared in 1948, but it was completely unnecessary from the 
standpoint of preserving awareness. For even then, the magazine was an established legend. 

The facts behind the legend are simple. Street and Smith brought out the UNKNOWN title in 193Q, in the then- 
standard pulp size and format. Later, it became UNKNOWN WORLDS, with such radical innovations as slick-sizé and deletion 
of cover illustration. 

But always, the magazine was a changeling. Perhaps that is why it became such a ready casualty to war; its 
precocious maturity, elfin intelligence and impish humor were somehow alien in a ‘‘real life’’ world where all was Grim and Earn- 
est. Even among its fictional associates, UNKNOWN WORLDS was an ‘offbeat’? phenomenon. At a time when science-fiction 
was largely either thud-and-blunder or up-and-atom—when fantasy was more gory than allegory—the magazine stood apart. To 
quote the editorial introduction to FROM UNKNOWN WORLDS, “‘the old UNKNOWN WORLDS believed that fantasy was in- 
tended for fun . .. horror injected with a sharp and poisoned needle is just as effective as when applied with the blunt-instru- 
ment technique.” 

The magazine died, but the premise on which it existed survived; and with it the memorable tales appearing in 
its pages. 

A mere glance at the array of talent represented is in itself an indication of excellence. 

Here we find such well-established names as Henry Kuttner, Robert Heinlein, Jack Williamson, L. Ron Hubbard, 
Fletcher Pratt, L. Sprague de Camp, Eric Frank Russell, A. E. van Vogt, Frank Belknap Long, the Wandrei brothers, Lester del 
Rey, Cleve Cartmill, Nelson S. Bond, P. Schuyler Miller, Ross Rocklynne, Manly Wade Wellman and Malcolm Jameson. Cheek 
by jowl are some talented newcomers; a young man named Alfred Bester is represented by a novel, and another young man, 
Theodore Sturgeon is evidencing his considerable ability in such novelettes as IT. Oldtime fantasiastes H. Warner Munn, Ray 
Cummings, E. Hoffman Price and Arthur J. Burks find themselves in the company of men who have distinguished themselves 
largely in other fields—Raymond Chandler, Steve Fisher, and the artist, Hannes Bok. Nor was there any lack of the feminine 
touch; C. L. Moore, Dorothy Quick, E. Mayne Hull, Mona Farnsworth and Jane Rice are a few of the more familiar sorceresses 
in attendance. 

From UNKNOWN and UNKNOWN WORLDS came Fritz Leiber’s classic novel, CONJURE WIFE; came the Pratt- 
de Camp novels, came the famous SINISTER BARRIER and stories like SHOTTLE BOP, THEY, and H. L. Gold's TROUBLE WITH 
WATER. 

Indeed, the magazine was notable in that it featured the work of leading editors Gold, Anthony Boucher and 
John W. Campbell, Jr.; the latter under his pseudonym of Don A. Stuart. 

It was in these pages that THE WHEELS OF IF revolved and we met SMOKE GHOST, learned that it was DARK- 
ER THAN YOU THINK, and—significantly enough for fandom—that Yngvi is a louse. LEST DARKNESS FALL, THE MISLAID 
CHARM, NONE BUT LUCIFER—here there be titles! 

And of course, the gnomes of Edd Cartier added their own visual delight; providing as they did the one thread of 
whimsical familiarity in a skein of unexpected enchantments. 


The latter-day fans who profess to chafe at editor Campbell’s ‘‘personal touch’’ as evidenced in his ASTOUND- 
ING would be most surprised at the variety of style and subject-matter in this earlier companion-magazine. And upon reading 
it, they would quickly detect certain thematic influences and trends which have survived today in the pages of fellow-editor 
Boucher’s MAGAZINE OF FANTASY AND SCIENCE-FICTION and Gold's BEYOND. For many of the writers who spun their 
spells in UNKNOWN WORLDS continue to weave phantasmagoric patterns in the pages of the existing periodicals. 


But where today will one find the book-length fantasy so generously and frequently in evidence in UNKNOWN 
and UNKNOWN WORLDS? 


Even at the time, the fantasy novel was unique in magazine pages. WEIRD TALES had done with them, and 
FAMOUS FANTASTIC MYSTERIES used reprints. But editor Campbell offered a seemingly endless array of full-length fan- 
tasies, set in all the nations and imaginations of this and every conceivable or inconceivable world. Not all of them were mas- 
terpieces, but a surprising percentage survive; perhaps a greater percentage than those in the science-fiction genre produced 
during the same period. These constitute an objective tribute to Campbell’s editorial policy. 


At the same time, if it be permissible, | should like to pay a subjective tribute. Despite Campbell’s reputation 
for lending his viewpoint to stories, my own slight experience with UNKNOWN and UNKNOWN WORLDS offers a direct con- 
tradiction. The three efforts of mine which appeared therein were certainly not “Campbell-inspired’’ tales, nor did they exhibit 
any uniform characteristics whatever which might conceivebly have tallied with ‘formula requirements.”’ 


THE CLOAK was horror-whimsy: THE SHOES pure grue unrelieved by any attempt at the light touch. As for 
A GOOD KNIGHT’S WORK, it was not only farce but the stylistic original of the LEFTY FEEP series without the name; about 
as far removed from a ‘‘Campbell story’’ as one could possibly get. Whatever his basis of selection, editor Campbell was not as 
sembling his material on the strength of a ‘“‘set theory.” 


Despite the welcome freedom granted writers, it pleases me more to remember the magazine in my role as a reader. 
For it was, above all, eminently and enjoyably readable.
